What Was Hanoi 
Trying To Prove? 


Speculation continues unabated as to why 


North Viet Nam risked destruction against odds 
of the U. S. Seventh Fleet vs. unescorted torpedo 
boats. Surely the Communist mind is unfathom- 
able. 


None of the explanations so far advanced 


makes sense. One possibility harped upon is that 
Hanoi, masterminded by Peking, hoped to exploit 
pre-election political differences in the U. S. 
Still another is depicted as Red China's desire to 
put the Soviet Union on a spot by showing Russia 
would not respond in Communism's defense. 


Whatever the intention, the attack and the 


strafing North Viet Nam took as a consequence 
serve to emphasize the conditions that must 
prevail before a realistic settlement can be 
attempted. Neither the United States nor any of 
Its allies need, or will, settle for less freedom and 
more Communist encroachment in Southeast 
Asia. 


One dividend to be derived from the conflict 


in the Gulf of Tonkin is demonstration by the 
United States of its ability to deal with a variety 
of eventualities. It doesn't have to enage the 
enemy on his terms. It no longer has to choose 
between retreat or a hopeless stalemate. 


However much they may rant and threaten 


in the .dangerous days that lie ahead, the free 
world's Communist adversaries cannot lose sight 
of that fact.

contour method of reading instruction," which has even 
mature students perennially confusing "money" with 
"monkey" and "sock" with "sack."

columnist, who had recently been victimized by •

The most interesting person to turn up at Mr. 


Washburn's conference, however, was not Dr. Rafferty, 
who. is already winning his fight for good phonetic 
reading instruction in California, but a Negro from 
Chicago named Mort Levi. The 33-year-old Mr. Levi, 
a former research chemist at Sacramento State College 
in California, is the National Educational Director o£ 
Teamwork Foundation, Inc., of 228 North LaSaUe Street 
in Chicago, and what he had to tell people at the 
Reading Reform Foundation Conference had its dis- 
tinct bearing on the news of slum riots in Harlem, 
Jersey City, Rochester and elsewhere. 


When he was teaching chemistry in Calitornia Mr. 


Levi discovered that he often had to give his students 
a private course in remedial reading before he could 
tell them anything about science. Because the "look- 
say," or. "configurative contour," method of reading 
instruction had -already ruined some of his students so 
far as scientific precision in the use of language was 
concerned, Mr. Levi had to experiment with old- 
fashioned phonics. 
This approach seemed to work. 


Then came the so-called "Negro revolution." Its 


promise excited Mr. Levi, but he soon decided that 
when he had heard Dr. Martin Luther King once, he 
had absorbed everything that Dr. King had to say. And 
once the Civil Rights law had been passed, that was 
that. ' 


"Sit-ins, lie-downs, and other things of the sort, 


aren't the answer to the Negro's troubles," says Mr. 
Levi. "What we need is 'dignify-ins' and 'produce-ins.' 
Integration 'won't relieve the Negro of frustration. He 
deeds to achieve independence as a producer. We want 
ao relief handouts; we want self-supporting standouts." 


To get Negro "standouts," so Mr. Levi insists, 


one must begm at the beginning, with the reduction 
of Negro illiteracy. 
"On* out of every three 


Negroes in the U. S." he says, "is an educational 
cripple without bask: reading ability." Bussing 
Negro children to whit* schools, he says, won't 
folve anything to many places, for the teaching of 
reading in the white schools hasn't been any more 
effective than the teaching hi (he slums. 


Mr. Levi told his listeners abouc a Teamwork 


.foundation experiment in Chicago. Giving six weeks 
rf classes for three hours a night, five days each week, 
tfr. Levi said he had raised the reading level of more 
Jian 200 persons by an average of five grammar school 
grades in a burst of intensive instruction. Th*e reading 
ilinics were conducted in seven Negro churches on the 
«uth and west sides of Chicago. Mr. Levi is prepared 
o carry his gospel anywhere, and the Foundation will 
••bortly be conducting classes in Minneapolis and St 
>aul. But the places he would really bke to get into 
ire such dynamite spots as Harlem and Rochester.

In such instances, the 
intestinal gases are absorbed by 
the blood and excreted into the 
air from the lungs. Anxiety, grief, 
and excitement also affect the 
breath but the mechanism is not 
known.

Paris In August

PARIS 
Paris lies, hot, somnolent, and 


lovely, under the August sun. just 
comfortably full of people of all 
nationalities. 
The old idea of 


Paris, emptied of the French, and 
above all of Parisians, is increas- 
ingly false. Paris in August has 
the mixture as before, just the 
right quantity of people, like a 
city before, the war — before all 
cities got too crowded. 


I walked down 
the Avenue 


Montaigne the other day with 
one of the couturiers and she 
exclaimed again and again at 
the number of 75's among the 
license plates, the license plate 
of Paris. 


"We used to have the city all 


to ourselves during the collec- 
tions in August," she said. "Ev- 
eryone left town and the city 
was full of Americans and cou- 
turiers. If there were any French 
here, they came from some place 
else. Now Paris is full of Par- 
isians."

Now that it has a new facade, 


Paris needs a new image. The 
old girl has got herself a bad 
name among the world's tourists 
for 
rudeness, 
for 
outrageous 


prices, among other things, and 
much of it is deserved. 
Paris, 


in this matter, is like a deceived 
husband. It was the last to find 
out what people had been saying. 


The French are getting thor- 


oughly alarmed about their rap- 
idly slipping share of the tourist 
dollar. Actually, there has been 
a tiny increase in the number of 
tourists but a downright catas- 
trophic drop in the balance of 
payments on tourism. Tourism is 
the biggest source, of foreign ex- 
change in the French economy, 
bringing in twice as much as tha 
automobile industry.

1960, 


France had a favorable balanct 
of $263 million on tourism. Last 
year that slipped to $150 million.

still bring in bundles of foreign 
currency <$707 million last year) 
but the trouble is—and this re- 
ally bugs the French — French 
tourists are lugging the money 
out of the country almost as fast 
as the foreigners are bringing it 
in and spending it in Spam, Italy, 
and 'of all places) Belgium.

culties—and with the realization many Union 


men would dJ« Confederate captive* befort 
the policy h»d Its ultimate effect of exhaust- 
ing Rebel manpower. 


The Confederates could not maintain food 


supplies for their own soldiers, and there 
were shortages even of cornmeat and beans 
or "goobers" or peanuts for prisoners. In- 
adequate diet, overcrowding, poor sanitation, 
and shortages of medicines took heavy toll 
of the 32,89V enlisted men shipped to Ander- 
sonville in 1864. 


After the war, the Andersonville com- 


mandant, Maj. Henry Wlrz, was adjudged 
to blame for the terrible conditions a.t Camp 
Sumter and hanged—the sole execution in 
the U. S. of a "war criminal." _
